The money is evidence of debt 
It was issued by the process 
called “ deficit financing ', which means that the government 
borrows money, and then on th,* debt issued both some form of 
bond and a certain amount of paper currency. The wording of 
the Federal Reserve hills proves this beyond question; they say 
on them, in the purest English* that they are a promise to pay— 
that they are, in effect, no more than promissory notes against 
the general credit of the government. 
Now*, when a bank or un individual with large debts out* 
standing comr in possession of some of the notes, what is done 
with them? 
I hey are destroyed, of course 
Doing anything else with 
them is inflationary, and especially dangerous because it is not 
so recognized. Fuming them fiver for W ar Bonds is just swap­ 
ping one debt for another. The fact of the matter is that the 
national currency is just as much a part of the national debt as 
the debt itself-—and rnut h more hazardous. 
W ith thin background, let s go back to the proposition of

The effect of such an act, in our present stage of national 
finances, would be disastrous. A panic would result. Very likely 
the entire structure of government credit would be undermined 
And what that would mean can be hinted by remembering that 
banks and insurance companies have tremendous portions of 
their assets— up to two-thirds of them—invested in government 
securities. 
I rying to picture what would happen, and why. is one of the 
best approaches to understanding how very far Uncle Sam has 
travelled along the crimson path of inflation. 
To begin with, every person who had any currency in his 
possession would join in the scramble to swap it for gold, lf War 
Bonds Were redeemable in gold, rvefy holder would fall in line 
to turn his in. 
Is that clear? Moreover, there wouldn't begin to be enough 
gold lo go around, While the Treasury lists $22 billions of it. 
most or all of this is in the form of gold certificates, with only 70 
cents in gold back of each dollar. Moreover, the gold has been 
artificially revalued from its original price of $20 an ounce to a 
fictitious value of iH an ounce. 
It is simple arithmetic to figure that $22 billions of gold 
certificates means only $9 billions in actual gold, old value. Now, 
there is about $12 billions of currency in circulation, and the 
bonded debt is $25fi billions, so that for these two forms of debt 
the total would he $288 billions. 
lf all the gold in the country were thrown into circulation to 
try to support the currency and debt, only one person in thirteen 
would be able to get his money cashed in the inflated gold cer­ 
tificates, or only one person in thirty-two would be able to get 
actual gold for his holdings. 
Picture the scramble! Naturally, everyone would rather have 
the gold, or even the gold certificates which would be at least 
partly redeemable in K*»ld. for his present promissory notes, 
which have been steadily losing their value (go and buy some­ 
thing with them, if you doubt the loss in value). 
What would happen to prices? There would be. of course, 
two standards of prices 
one for gold and one for the paper 
currency Everyone would be so eager for the gold that prices, 
for gold. would drop On the other hand, everyone who had
